monies. McGroarty will rive a 
short talk on the history or horse 
racing in the state, and the life 
of the late E. J. (Lucky) Bald¬ 
win. 

According to Smoot the speci¬ 
fications for the buildings, for 
which contracts in excess of $1,- 
000,000 have already been lot, are 
as follows: 

There will be a main grand¬ 
stand seating approximately 13,- 
500, with a Jockey Club reserved 
section and accommodating on 
additional 5,000. The exclusive 
Turf and Field Club will accom¬ 
modate 1500 members, while the 
entire enclosure will take care of 
an attendance of between 75,000 
and 80,000. The one mile track 
will contain a steeplechase course 
which will make for the last word 
In equestrian development. 

Spanish Colonial design will be 
carried out in the club building, 
with furnishings In the Spanish 
renaissance style. The ground 
floor, lined with terraces will con¬ 
tain stores, private suites, and all 
general utilities facilities, while 
the second floor will be 27 feet 
above the level of the track, and 
wll be nearly surrounded by a 
covered loggia which will afford 
a view of the track and field. 

Twenty-five stable units will 
include housing and utilities neces¬ 
sary for stable help and em¬ 
ployees. 

It Is announced by Smoot as 
certain that the club will be en¬ 
tirely completed so that the horse 
racing season will open in South¬ 
ern California February 15.

I happened to meet up with my 
old friend Charlie Jones— more 
formally known as “C.W." I knew 
Charlie back 25 years ago when 
he became the first Mayor of 
Sierra Madre he was so darned 
good at the job that we kept him 
in office for seven years and to 
be frank and candid he was one 
of the chief motive powers that 
put Sierra Madre on the map. 

Real Individuality 

I said to C.W.: ‘Charlie, what 
do you think of the Municipal 
Art League movement?" 

“The best thing I've heard of 
in a long time,” he answered. 
"You know,” he continued, "my 
family and I have toured about 
considerable, from Canada to 
Mexico. When we went down to 
Santa Fe they boosted the art 
colony there- fact is, if one had 
not seen the art colony they had 
not seen Santa Fe. It was the 
same way up at Carmel. We saw 
Pacific Grove and stayed at Del 
Monte, but what lingers longest 
in our memories is Carmel—home 
of the artists. It is the 9ame way 
with Santa Fe — and why not 
make it the same way with Sierra 
Madre? 

"When conditions Improve- and 
they are encouraging now— It 
would take a small expenditure 
of money to give our city business 
places an artistic front -appear¬ 
ance is everything—I am for the 
Municipal Art League and all 
that It will mean to our com¬ 
munity."

“Bringing home the bacon,” 
usually in the form of new roads, 
new bridges, new colleges, new 
patronage and new appropriations 
for home-town institutions, has 
been the yardstick, at least in 
times past, by which thousands of 
voters hade judged the efficiency 
of their legislators. 

The lawmaker who brought 
home the most ‘pork,’ as the poli¬ 
ticians term it, was usually re¬ 
warded by the plaudits of his dis¬ 
trict- and re-election! 

He was expected to fight for 
economy, of course, but mainly in 
the other fellow’s district. Pri¬ 
marily, he must ‘produce’—for the 
folks back home. 

Poor producers in the Legisla¬ 
ture faced somewhat the same 
fate as poor producers in the 
dairy herd; they usually ended 
up in the political slaughter-house. 

Out of this conception of a 
legislator’s duties, which tended 
to make spending a virtue and 
economy a dangerous experiment, 
has come much of the present ex¬ 
travagance in government, both 
state and local, according to com¬ 
petent analysts who have inquired 
into California’s rapidly mounting 
tax burden. 

And the analysts are equally 
agreed that there can be no real 
tax reduction for California agri¬ 
culture, nor any other taxpaying 
group, until legislators, supervis¬ 
ors, councilmen and all other tax 
spending officers realize that their 
constituents mean business - that 
they are willing the economy pro¬ 
gram should apply to themselves, 
as well as others.
